Be Only Temporary. 


THE CONCERN WILL PULL THROUGH 


So Say the Hen Who AT* Now at the 


Head or Affairs—The Principal Stock- 
holder* Gathering at Chicago for Con- 
ference—Beeelver Butler Goes to Work 
on Hl« Blf Financial Job—Resump- 
tion of Business ConBdently Expected 
In a Short Tim*. 
CHICAGO, Aug. 22.—Although the affairs 


of the American Wheel company, which 
lias just passed into the hands of a re- 
ceiver, remain in an uncertain condition 
and will so remain for several days, at 
least, It Is still asserted, and with every 
Indication of trnth, that none of the cred- 
itors will lose a penny. Nor will the cus- 
tomers of the big concern, who were ex- 
tremely solicitous over the question of 
supplies, be disappointed. It is not sur- 
prising that they should have been anx- 
ious, as the embarrassed company, since 
its organization in 1869, has been furnish- 
ing wheels for nearly every vehicle manu- 
facturer In the country. 


Receiver Butler at Bin Post. 


Noble C. Bntler, receiver of the Amer- 


ican Wheel company property, is in this 
city, and will remain for a week or more 
to examine the accounts at the general 
offices here and prepare himself to admin- 
ister the estate. In Illinois, although the 
general offices are located in Chicago, the 
company does not own very much proper- 
ty. Mr. Butler's bond has therefore been 
fixed at only £90,000. In Indiana, where 
the company owns $1,500,000 worth of pro- 
perty. Judge Woods fixed the bond at 
1200,000 In Michigan the receiver was re- 
quired to furnish surety for (400,000. He 
has already qualified in these jurisdictions, 
and will do so in the others as soon as 
possible. 
Stockholder! Getting Together. 


Besides Mr. Butler several of the direc- 


tors who control most of the stock have 
reached the city, and others are coming, 
Julius F. Pratt, the treasurer, and a heavy 
stockholder, who lives in Indianapolis, 
was at the general offices In the Home In- 
auranoe building yesterday. He is com- 
plainant in the litigation that has resulted 
In the receivership. D. G. Allen, the sec- 
retary, Is a Chicago man. Thomas Hoopes, 
of West Chester, Pa., anotherh»avy stock- 
holder, is also in the city. Others will 
probably reach here in a few days, and 
then a meeting of the directory may be 
held. 
The officers say they have yet 


formed no definite plans for future action. 


They hope to end the receivership and 


resume with reorganization or radical 
change in methods. The directors who 
will mold the future action of the com- 
pany are 
Crawford 
Fairbanks and 
Jossphns Collett, both heavy capitalists 
of Terre Haute, Ind.; Henry G. Olds, 
president, Fort Wayne, Ind.; J. F. Pratt, 
treasurer, Indianapolis; Addison Bigbee, 
Indianapolis: D. G. Allen, secretary, Chi- 
cago, and Thomas Hoopes, West Cheater, 
Pa. These men own 11,800,000 out of the 
$2,800,000 capital stock. Other stockhold- 
ers are scattered throughout the country. 
Many of them were owners of mills that 
the cow embarrassed company purchasad. 


San the Company Will Pay Up. 


When the wheel company was organ- 


ized two years ago its object was shown 
to be the acquisition of the control of the 
wheel trade. Of the fifteen or more planta 
some were purchased from owners, others 
leased and still others built. 
Nathan 


Morris, of the legal firm of Morris, New- 
berger & Curtis, of Indianapolis, the 
lawyers who began the litigation, was 
seen at the wheel company's office yester- 
day. He repeated the assurance that the 
company would pay all Its debts and that 
the only possible losers would be stock- 
holders, on whom the expense of litiga- 
tion would fall. 


Surprise at Kalamazoo. 


KALAMAZOO. Mich., Aug. 31.—The Kal- 


amazoo branch of the American Wheel 
Company is also in the hands of a United 
states marshal. A great deal of surprise 
ts expressed here at the assignment. It is 
known that the company had a great deal 
of paper out, but was supposed to be able 
to pull through, and the management 
here says it will. This factory is one of 
their largest, and employs 800 men. It 
has been shut down from time to time, but 
of late was suposed to be all right. 


VISITED WATERLOO'S FIELD. 


A Peace Meeting That Came Near Wind- 


ing Up -with Gore. 


LONDOS, Aug. 22.—Quite a number of 


the Brussels congress made an excursion 
yesterday to the field of the battle of 
Waterloo. The English delegates chose, 
with few exceptions, to absent them- 
selves from the scene of the memorable 
victory, 'so that the excursionists were 
mostly French, Germans and Belgians. 
The object was to talk over the necessity 
for universal peace, as .llnatrated by the 
famous battlefield. It. was noticed that 
many of the Frenchmen were very restive, 
notwithstanding their indifference to the 
scene and one of them got into a wordy 
controversy with a German as to the share 
of Blucher in the victory, that nearly 
led to blows. The Interference of a Bo- 
hemian and an Italian was necessary to 
prevent black eyes, if not bloodshed. At 
latest advices the visitors were orating on 
the battlefield, In full sight of the sombre 
leonine figure that keeps watch and ward 
over the dead.

In other words, they imposed a double 
sentence upon me, It was as though a 
civil court should sentence a man to im- 
prisonment for a certain period with the 
condition that at the expiration of his im- 
prisonment he should be hanged if he 
did not promise not to commit the offense 
again." 


CLAIMED BY DEATH. 


Inter-State 
Commerce 
Commissioner 


Ilragg of Alabama. 


WASHINGTON, 
Ang. 
22.—Inter-State 


Commerce Commissioner Walter Bragg 
of Alabama died at Spring Lake, N. J., 
Friday. 
He had been failing for the last 


two years. He was severely wounded in 
the late war, in which he was an officer of 
the confederate army, and to this and the 
great exposure to which he was subjected 
he attributed his constant ailments dur- 
ing recent years. 
His death, however, 


was entirely unexpected by hia associates. 
He was a most arduous worker, and had 
during the period of relaxation which he 
had sought atSpring Lake been constantly 
engaged in the work of the commission. 


Sketch of His Life. 


Mr. Bragg was born in Lowndes county, 


Alabama, Feb. 25. 1838. In his youth he 
received a liberal education in Arkansas 
and at Harvard University. Immediately 
prior to the late war he lived in Camden, 
Ark., where he practiced law for a short 
tima. When hostilities began he entered 
the confederate army and served through- 
out the war, and at its termination set- 
tle* in Marion, Ala., where he married 
and resumed the practice of law. In the 
spring of 18T1 he moved to Montgomery, 
Ala., where he continued to practice law 
until March, 18SJ, when he was appointed 
an interstate commissioner by President 
Cleveland. 


BONDING PAUPER IMMIGRANTS. 


Some Corregpondence on the Subject Be- 


tween Cnnmller and Nettleton. 


WASHINGTON, 
Aug. 
23. — Senator 


Chandler, chairman of the senate commit- 
tee on immigration, has written a sharp 
letter to Secretary Foster on the subject 
of bonding nominal paupers. The senator 
tells the secretary very pointedly that the 
law is being overreached, and that the de 
partment is going out of Its legitimate 
field in allowing the bond system to grow 
up without the authority of congress. 


Keeping Within the Law. 


Acting Secretary Nettleton replies that 


the question raised has not failed to re- 
ceive proper consideration by the treasury 
department, and that it is not the inten- 
tion to permit the practice of bonding 
destitute immigrants to grow up into a 
system. Both Attorney General Garland 
and Attorney General Miller have furnish- 
ed written opinions expressing the view 
that under existing legislation bonds of 
this nature may properly be taken by the 
secretary of the treasury in such excep- 
tional cases, as in the exercise of a just 
discretion, he thinks entitled to such 
treatment The intention is to limit the 
taking of bonds to such cases as fall dis 
tinctly within the meaning of the law.

LOKDON, Aug. 23.—'A fire resulting in 
he loss of four lives and attended with 
many terrifying features occurred Satur- 
iay morning in a tenement house at Shad- 
•ell. The building was constructed of 
nfiammable material and its halls, stair- 
ays and air-shafts carried the flames 
ith great rapidity throughout the build- 
ng, which was soon a mass of seething 
Ire. The occupants, who were aroused 
lUddenly from their sleep by the alarm, 
were thrown into a panic, and could be 
seen amid the flames standing at the win- 
dows and shrieking wildly for aid. 


Jumped to Their Death. 


On account of the Intense heat and thick 


volumes of smoke the firemen could 
mrdly approach the building, and were 
almost powerless to rescue the unfortu- 
nate persons imprisoned by the fire. The 
.atter began jumping from the windows 


their terror, 
and two women who 


sought this means of escape were in- 
stantly killed by their fall. When the 
fire was finally extinguished after ardu- 
ous labor it was discovered that two 
other womeu were missing, and their 
charred and disfigured bodies were found 
later by the Bremen among the ruins of 
the building. 


THE "HOLY COAT." 


What a Textile Manufacturer Says of the 


Garment. 


BERLIN, Aug. 32.—The "holy coat" now 


on exhibition in the cathedral at Treves 
lias been examined bi a. textile manu- 
facturer who says that when the wrap- 
pers were removed the garment was 
found to be so tattered that it could not 
be displayed. Au aged and experienced 
nun managed to gum the fragments to- 
gether, the material being too much 
worn to permit of the use of needle and 
thread. 


Examined by Dr. Bock. 


The 
coat is now partially overlaid 


with materials in which it has formerly 
been wrapped, and which, having become 
decayed, cannot be separated from it. 
The reverse side of the coat has also been 
examined by Dr. Bock of Aix-la-Chapelle, 
who states that it is mounted on a kind 
of silk which was a material in use dur 
ing the first century, and never later than 
tha sixth, and which was very costly. In 
Catholic circles these facts are regarded 
as proving the authenticity of the relic.

South Lincolnshire and Cambridgeshire 
is diseased, the "black spot" having ap 
peared in every field. Hundreds of acres 
of the plants are worse than useless and 
have become a source of threatening pes- 
tilence, foul odors being emitted to poi- 
son the surrounding air. This is the 
banner potato district of England, and, 
thougti the potato crop does not mean so 
much la England as in Ireland, It is an 
important matter [or the portion of the 
country immediately affected, and the 
farmers of the district are in despair. 


Bungling Kxecutlons in England. 


LONDON, Aug. 33.—The bungling at sev- 


eral recent hangings o£ criminals in Eng- 
land, especially in the most receut case- 
that of Conway, the Liverpool murderer— 
has given rise to much indignation, anc 
the papers print a number of communica- 
tions from people who urge that some 
steps be taken to prevent such disgusting 
scenes as have often beta witnessed on the 
scaffold. In commenting editorially 011 
the subject, a surprisingly large number 
of papers advocate the abolition o£ hang- 
ing as a means of capital punishment 
and suggest that death by electricity is, 
after all, to be preferred to that by the 
rope so far as the public is concerned.

A Negro Helper, Carried 5,000 Feet 


High, GeU Through Alive. 


WILMINGTON, N. C., Aug. 32.—A re 


markable balloon ascension was tnada 
Thursday at Caroline Beach, a summer 
resort fifteen miles below Wilmington 
Clmrles Williams, a negro helper to the 
aeronaut, became entengled in the guys to 
the balloon ju-A. as it was ready for the 
ascent. While struggling to release him 
self the balloon suddenly shot upwards 
leaving the aeronaut on the ground and 
carrying the terrified negro to a height of 
5,000 feet. The balloon fell a mile away, 
and it was supposed that Williams hod 
been killed, but just before reaching the 
ground he succeeded in disentangling him- 
self from the ropes, and escaped unhurt. 


Frightful Disaster in New York. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 22.—At 12:30 o'clock 


Saturdao afternoon an explosion occurred 
in the five story building, «i Park place, 
occupied by Sohn C. Eberle, manufacturer 
of maps. The explosion was immediately 
followed by a fire and in a few minutes 
the building collapsed. It was feared that 
over thirty persons are buried in the 
building. "The fire spread to the adjoin- 
ings and extended from No. 66 to T6. 


Earthquake Shocks In Illinois. 


JEBSKYVILLE, Ills., Aug. 22.—This lo- 


cality was visited *by an earthquake last 
Tuesday, which was sensibly felt during 
the electrical storm, but is was supposed 
to be the vibrations of the heavy thunder, 
and this was followed by another shock at 
7 o'clock Thursday night. Houses trem- 
bled and some persons were so frightened 
that they jumped out of bed. The vibra- 
tions were from east to west.

French fleet in Osborne Bay. The fleet 
was drawn up in line flying the French 
and British flags, aud every officer and 
sailor at his post. Admiral Gervais re- 
ceived her majesty on board his flagship, 
the Marengo. As the queen reached the 
deck of the vessel the cannon of the fleet 
thundered a royal and imperial salute. 
Her majesty was shown through the Mar- 
engo, and expressed herself as highly 
pleased with all that she saw. The waters 
were alive with excursion steamers, and 
the shores lined with people to witness the 
spectacle. 


Tender of French Susceptibilities. 


The British vessels, led by the flagship 


Duke of Wellington, also took part In the 
display, which was the most magnificent 
ever seen in the Solent. 
Last evening 


the officers of the French fleet were enter- 
tained at dinner by the admiral, the Earl 
of Clanwilliam, and the naval officers of 
the port, the banquet taking place at the 
admiralty house. 
At first there was 


thought of havinc the banquet on board 
the Duke of Wellington, but it was feared 
that the name might be suggestive of the 
memories of Waterloo. After the banquet 
there was a ball in the town hall, Ports- 
mouth, given by the naval authorities.

The Wruck Takes Flw-The Cam* of

The accident came so 
suddenly that 


not a single person in the two big buildings 
at 70 and 72 Park place escaped alive. 
Johnson, janitor at a buiding across the 
street, is the only one In the city that saw 
he accident and who can describe It. 


He said that he wag standing on the steps 


of 81 at noon when he heard the sound of 
an explosion. It came from across the 
street. It was not loud. Almost Immedi- 
ately the front walls of the two buildings 
collapsed and both structures caved in with 
a deafening crash. It came so suddenly 
hat it was impossible for a living being to 
escape from the buildings. 


Among the concerns destroyed were: 


Hudson's 
restaurant, 
Lindsay's type 


'oundry, B. F. Heaghey's plumbing shop, 
jieber's glassware, Ellis & McDonald's 
>lauk book and binding concern, a cigar 
manufactory and a printing office. All 
employed a number of girls. It is thought 
.here were 150 to 300 people in the wrecked 
wildings. Almost as soon as the crash 
came, the wreck took file. A general 
alarm was turned in. 


At 3 p. m. the fireman were battling with 


the smoke and flames which burst from all 
sides of the wrecked building, and at times 
the smoke was so dense that the urernen 
were driven back. 
The Ninth avenue ele- 


vated railroad has stopped running. 
The 


work of removing the debris in the search 
for bodies has been commenced, but pro- 
ceeds slowly owing to the heat of the bricks. 


What caused the accident has not yet 


been discovered. The sound of an explo- 
sion was heard before the building fell. It 
s thought that an explosion occurred In a 
metal leaf factory, or in a drag store. The 
Mew Tork Steam Heating Co., had a boiler 
in the basement. That boiler may have ex- 
ploded and thur wrenched in an instant the 
entire building. 


The losses are computed at $1!W,000 for 


the building and contents. As to the loss 
of life, the more conservative estimate, that 
of Fire -Chief Cushman, was that 60 or 
perhaps 70 persons perished. Persons who 
toow how many worked in the building 
ran the list up to 130. Nobody had been 
taken out at 1:30, and it appeared imposti- 
Sle to overhaul the ruins for several hours.

Aiken, inspector of rifle practice of the 
Sixth infantry, Illinois National guard, 
at tne state rifle range here Friday.
